WESTERN FALL GAME.

To those who have not enjoyed a few days sport among the fleet footed 
deer that roam over our western prairie and through the woodlands, I would 
say they still lack a large portion before their cup of sport Is overflowing 
Over most any section of our beautiful state of Illinois this noble animal 
grazed in nature’s beautiful pastures, and the past score of years with the in¬ 
creasing civilization is alone the cause of their being exterminated and driven 
westward, and to those places undisturbed by the thickening settlements, 


when only the solitary crack of the pioneer’s rifle disturbs the rest. In 
early times, and it is tho case yet in sparsely settled lands in the western 
country, the deer furnished the thinly laden larder, and often when the 
persevering settler was on the point of leaving tho country and his new 
home, driven by hunger, the noble buck dropped before bis door pierced 
by tho doubly sure bullet. Many is the story the old settler will relate to 
you of the deer ho jumped from that ravine or drove from that thicket; 
that now forms a shade grove for his front yard, or that is fenced In or 
highly improved as you look over the places pointed out. 

But let us take ourselves into the vast forests of Minnesota, a company 
of us, not more than three, in pursuit mainly of deer. Various modes of 
hunting are adopted, each with its own admirers; some take the stands and 
wait for the surely driven quarry, pursued by the baying hounds. 

8ome allure the curious creatures into the very face of a flaming light, 
as they stand in the margin of some shady stream, and drop them in their 
tracks. 

But our hunters trust not in these creeds, they arc knights of the Uigger, 
and can take the leaping buck as he springs unwarned through the thicket; 
they pursue him in the morning light, placing their own skill and wood¬ 
craft against the cunning and fleetness of the quarry. They go armed with 
double barreled rifles of improved pattern, short and light, carrying a ball 
capnble of smashing the bones of his body, and finding the vital spot. Ex¬ 
pert in their use, they calculate to stop the flying buck at the height of his 
speed, as knowing danger he flys away on the wings of supposed safety. 

Our hunters prepared with camping outfit and depending on the rifle for 
meat, land in the wilderness miles from any railroad, nnd the last of Octo¬ 
ber's sunsets sees them beautifully planted in a paradise for hunters; the 
light of the first morning sees them eager and maybe over expectant, each 
taking the course allotted him. We will follow the successful one of t-e 
party; cautiously he enters the thicket, taking care not to tread the dead 
branches or rustle the frosted bushes. He sees no deer, but is certain they 
are within hearing for they have fed the evening before on the shrubs at 
bis feet; more cautiously yet he moveB, peering through every bush and 
opening hoping for a sight of tho fawn hair of their sides; but he is not to 
be blessed with a standing shot this morning. Just as he gains the verge 
of an oak thicke’, and comes in view of the snnny side of the hill, he 
started at the loud rush through the thicket, the rifle pitches to his shoul¬ 
der, the quick eye searches for the hair of its sides through the open sight, 
a second is he in sight, and that moment the hair pnsses through the sight, 
and the finger almost instant with the will presses the trigger, and the ball 
is buried lu the beautiful buck's shoulder. Another ball is quickly placed 
in the empty barrel and driven to its place, and now our-still hunter ad¬ 
vances to the spot where the deer was in sight at the report of the rifle; he 
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has it marked exact, and as he reaches the place he sees m> deer; but low¬ 
ering his face he sees a half dozen hairs cut off and lying on the dead leaves, 
a step or two forward a bush reveals a small tuft of the same, scraped 
from the wound as the deer passed. He thinks he sees a spot of blood, 
and a few paces more reveal the spirit life current spurting forth as fast as 
the game life of the stag departs, pitched headlong Into the bushes, with his 
head in the direction from which be came, lies the buck, the quiver of his 
limbs the only movement. The bright blade of the hunting knife finds its 
way to the throat, is drawn forth and replaced, and then a moment to ex¬ 
amine the surpassing beauty of so true an animal; his limbs the line of 
beauty, his body the form of grace, his carriage that of a king, and the 
high antlers giving his head and face the look of monarch of the forest. 
But carry him to the camp, and as wo store away one of his beautifully 
flavored broiled Bleaks let us give him another praise. His antlers will be 
faithfully preserved aB an emblem of that auspicious morning. 

Black tail deer are pursued in the same style somewhat, they are also 
hunted on horseback, there are a variety deserving special attention at the 
bandB of the sportsman, and he will find him to embody all the qualities of 
a gun quarry, worthy the pursuit of the best. 

Ranking next to deer in ojir western game, I would name the wild turkey, 
they are not like our grouse, and very little disturbance will drive them 
out of the country, while on the other hand our grouse prefer the settled dis¬ 
tricts and are not so much driven out. Wild turkies, when they have not 
been molested are often very indifferent to the approach of man and some¬ 
times act strange in imagined safety. One of the first hunters up the 
Solomon river, Kansas, relates this incident: “The turkies had never seen 
a man likely, and as the first one came up over the edge of the ravine he 
slopped and cautiously eyed me, about 40 yards distant. It was a stately 
old gobbler and looking for sport, I stopped at once, directly facing 
him. It was a tine day, and, being after larger game, I carried a Winchester 
sixteen shooter, guaged for long range. As I stood a minute wit hout firing I 
saw more heads coming out of the ravine, and soon about SO fine wild turkies 
stood before me. The leader had long since given up all danger and com¬ 
menced feeding. I watched the whole flock for a minute, feeding along 
in close range and every now and then one would stop und eye me curiously. 
They bad come within thirty yards when I raised my gun und taking sure 
aim at the leader, fired; "no effect." Surprised, I pulled again. Another 
miss, and all the birds standing in astonishment. Twice more I fired 
before any bir; took alarm, then they commenced flying across the stream 
and lighting in the bushes. They flew away in one’s and two's and I man¬ 
aged iO put in another shot, and to my mortification I did not kill a bird; 
whether it was the fault of the gun or on account of my excitement at 
the strange actions of the turkies I knew not, until, on examination, I 
found I had been shooting with the long range sight, and at that distance 
must have shot 4 inches above each bird. However, I returned with the, 
rest of the party to where the birds flew, and as they had not collected 
together we hud some fine sport. We had roast turkey in our camp at 
pleasure and on one occasion, when we carried buffalo meat to market, we 
sent a load of turkies thnt we had shot, I think there were 86 turkies in the 
load and we got cents a pound for them.” This was in an undisturbed 
country, and the wild turkies were very tame. There were three or four 
in the party and they spent the entire fall and winter in pursuit of buffalo, 
and a few of their experiences I propose to give you in my next. 

Where the wild turkey has been hunted he becomes very wary, and the 
remark of an old Indian covers the case; he had given the turkies a grand 
campaign and had thinned their ranks to one or '.wo wary old gobblers. 

In reply to a question as to how the turkies were this year, he replied, 
“very wild. Injun go hunting and sec deer. Injun stop and deer stop. 
Injun still and deer say ’may be Injun, may be stump,’ and he comes on, 
then Injun kill um. Injun go hunting and see turkey. Injun stop and 
turkey Btop. Injun still and wait for turkey. Tunkey no deer, he say 
Injnn, by-, and away he goes.” 

The Indian, no doubt, bad a correct idea and felt justified in comparing 
bis wariness to that of the deer, and the manner he related it showed he 
bad had more than one unsuccessful bout with his gobblership. , 

Any one who has given his time to the pursuit of some old gobbler, 
lea med in the ways that are dark and tricks that are vain, will give you 
full testimony of their craftiness. 

The reminisencos of that sportsman who has only broken the wing of a 
wild turkey with his coarse shot, and then tried to retrieve him, will not be 
as sweet as sweetness should bo, for his turkeyship has a habit of stopping 
off to see his friends and not stopping on ceremonies. What do you suppose 
were the feelings of that sportsman, who after a deal of creeping and 
crawling, had gained the edge of the field and Bhot into the feeding flock 
a long way off, to see the flock fly off to the woods and the single turkey 


strike in some direction across the field, to see our sportsman take a new 
mode of returning, and at race horse speed endeavor to catch the un¬ 
ceremonious turkey. The chase grows hot the gun was dropped long be¬ 
fore, and now they near the woods, hope rises in our sportsman's soul as he 
can-almost tread the tail of his turkey, as he runs along the tukey trying to 
out paco his pursuer, at locomotive Bpeed, they both reach an eight rail 
fence, at tho same moment . His turkeyship lightly trips to the top rail and 
our sportsman in agony, makes a reckless lunge and takes his rebound from 
the fence on his back, several feet from the fence, his fingers savagely 
clutching the majority of the turkeys tail feathers—dashed hopeB against 
the rail fence—and then at the height of his misery, to see the turkey drop 
down on the opposite side among tho thick bushes,ywhero all the hounds 
and negroes on a plantation could not dislodge him. Our sportsman knows 
it too, does he stick those broad feathers in his cap, ns signs of victory ! 
do you ask ? No, he savagely grinds them in the earth with his heel, and 
—well, dear reader it is not best to go near him until the next morning, and 
after he has got his face, clothes and gun clean, and he has slept over his 
troubles. Then if you wish to know the force of an argument, straight 
from the shoulder, just ask him if he caught that turkey. 

Turkeys often have crossing places where they pass to and fro from 
some feeding ground. Sport can be had when such places are known. 
They are shot from trees where it is known they roost. They are an elegant 
game bird, and an ornament and delicacy on any table. 


A DISCURSIVE EPISTLE FROM "CALAMINE." 


In uiy last in mentioning the different editors and proprietors of news¬ 
papers that would welcome a meeting of the old Pioneers of the northwest 
at the Trcmont, the name of ,‘Long John” was accidentally omitted. Al¬ 
though now a "Granger" on bis three thousand acre farm in Cook County, 
stocked with everything that pertains to a farm, still being the oldest 
editor of any paper published in Chicago, and having a very large ac- 
quaintace during his residence of over one third of a century with us, it is 
unnecessary to say that he would do everything to muke such a meeting 
agreeable. 

L. John, boarded at the Tremont for a number of years, and attended 
Brother Patterson's church regularly, and when the present new Tremont 
was built, a bed-room was constructed for his 'especial comfort. A de¬ 
scription of it being published in one of the dailies. The door and tran¬ 
som over it was of an unusual height, and the walls snore proof, because 
when John gets tired in election times he inhales and exhales a large 
amount of air, from a bed about as targe as a billiard table. Farmer’s 
therefore learn that they should be careful to preserve their forest trees, as 
other editors may retire from active life shortly, and tho demand for bed 
timber be largely increased. 

I think it would be well in the Fielo to quote occasionally the retail mar¬ 
ket for fresh and salt water fish. A vast number of people now being in 
the country from the Atlantic coast, where no fresh fish can be obtained, 
would like to know where to get them, and the cost at retail. We are 
frequently applied to, to answer this question. 

There are some people that think shooting pigeons out of a trap cruel. 
What difference does it make to a pigeon whether he is shot from a trap, 
out of a tree, or on the wing. Far more cruel is it, to set a dycks eggs 
under a hen and then have the little rascals take to the water as soon as 
hatched, to tho intense grief of their mother for fear they will get 
drowned. 

Buffalo hams and antelope are plentiful in the market, at from five to 
six cents per pound, but is it not the most insipid of all meat. Feeding 
on the dry tuft grass of the plains, it has no juiciness, although fat. 
Try some. 

Will not the Texas cattle that will soon take tho place of Bison on these 
vast plains, partake of the same flavorless nature until fed on more buccu- 
lent food ? 

The buffalo are fast passing away, being slaughtered for the hides, 
humps, tongues and bones. The latter of which are being sent eastward 
by organized companies in great quantities, the best of them being used in 
various manufactories, and the balance reduced to bone dust, for the pur¬ 
pose of fertilization. 

Did you ever eat a piece of Sacramento Salmon f These fish enter the 
“Golden Gate” from the Pacific Ocean, and ascend tho muddy warm water, 
in prodigious numbers for the purpose of spawning, and get so soft that 
they are unfit for food. Getting outside of the banks of the river, when it 
falls they perish by millions, and are pitched into wagons and are used for 
manure by the farmers. Those caught at the Fan-alone Islands, thirty 
miles out in the ocean from the Golden Gate, in the various streams of 
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the State of Oregon, and in Washington Territory, and Alaska, are passa¬ 
bly fair, but no fish or shell fish In the Pacific Ocean, are equal to those in 
the Atlantic. The water is too warm, but more of this hereafter. 

On meeting an old friend residing on the Kankakee River, he informs 
me that the fish in that stream, since the law passed some five or six 
years ago prohibiting netting, spearing, etc., have increased wonderfully, 
and it is to be hoped that the present Legislature will extend the law to all 
of the upper waters of the State, and requiring that suitable ladders, and 
fishways be constructed around all damB, so that the fish can go up all the 
Binaller streams for the benefit of those living on them or In their vicinity. 
Perhaps on the Mississippi River the law would be unnecessary, as the 
reservoir, like Lake Michigan, from which to draw may be said to be lnex- 
haustable. 

Still the "pound nets” on the American side of Lake Ontario have ex¬ 
hausted the fish to Buch an extent that they are no longer profitable, and 
have been abandoned. While on the Canada side where they are prohibit¬ 
ed, fish were never more plentiful. 

In the States where there are pigeon roosts, the game laws should extend 
to them. A third of a century ago, pigeons streamed over Chicago in the 
spring of the year, week after week by millions, going south to Michigan, 
Indiana and Ohio, to their breeding places. But the forests have been cut 
away, and the wholesale Blaughtcrcaused by pounding on the trees to make 
the young squabs jump out of their nests unable to fly, to fatten hogs 
upon, have rendered wild pigeons scarce to what they were. And shortly 
unless this and other contrivances to prevent their breeding, are stopped 
they will soon become nearly extinct. 

It is gratifying to know that the Black Bass put into the Potomac, 
(where none were ever known before,) have multiplied so that a string of 
from two to four pounds is not now an unusual catch. 

I sec there 1 b an army coming over from Europe this fall, to be strongly 
rc-inforced from the east, for the purpose of exterminating the Ruffalo and 
antelope from the plains, the raid to begin in Texas, It is to be a sporting 
party, so-called, to consist of 200 men hunters. Well it is to be hoped that 
Sheridan's forces will not be required to "quell an insurrection,” and can 
be used “ to repel this invasion.” Besides there are ten powerful 
tribes in the Indian Territory adjoining Texas, who have to rely on this 
meat for a living, whose services can be brought into requisition to prevent 
Us destruction. The Texas Legislature should pass a stringent law against 
it. 

Are not our sports becoming too much professional V Look at Base Ball— 
made up of traveling hired professionals. Too much of our trap shooting 
is of this character; so with Billiards, and who bets now with any degree 
of confidence upon a horse race, here or elsewhere T It did not use to be 
so, in the days of Eclipse, Boston, Lexington, etc. 

Large quantities of prairie chickens are being packed here for the Lon¬ 
don markets. Tears ago as many as fifiy tons were sent eastward by one 
express company during the season. 

It is to be hoped our Legislature will pass a well considered Fish Law 
this session.

—"If you have sleighs prepare to 
use them now," would probably have been Marc Anthony’s exclamation 
had he been in this city within the last fornight; nor would the sug¬ 
gestion have been passed unheeded by the ever-lively Hoosler, for the 
unfortunates who have possessed gallant Bteeds but nothing to attach them 
to, save vehicle! on wheels, have come out with more of a variety of mon¬ 
grel sleighs manufactured by attachments to their buggy axles, than any 
city of 80,000 people ever saw before. Proudest of all these ingenious ones 
are those who have sharpened the ends of a couple of boards, and having 
bored some boles to slip in the axles, go unbound, grating, rumbling 
and slewing down among the trotters with their fancy cutters, observed 
and laughed at, but retorting in kind and with intense satisfaction on meet¬ 
ing a cutter extemporized after the same general plan as their own, with 
enormous lengths of gas-pipe foT runners. The sleighing is good enough 
for any latitude. When pretty well worn, there came a storm of sleet 
which put things again in beautiful condition, and made the heart of many 
a fair one happy. And still the weather holds it steady, though not so 
bitterly cold (we had it 20 0 below, a week Bince) as awhile back. But all 
this festive state of things does not make the sportsmen of this section 
happy, for they reflet sadly upon what must have been the fate of many a 
bevy of Bob Whites in this terrible weather.

Indiana is waking up ou the subject of Game-laws, and ere long will be 
falling into line with the adjacent states in the formation of a Sportsmen's 
Association. We have just had the pleasure of a visit from The Field's , 
former editor, L. E. Shinn, Esq. During his stay here, a well attended 
meeting of the sportsmen of this city was held at the mayor’s office, called 
for the purpose of taking measures to prevent the repeal of what few laws 
concerning game and fish this state already has, (a bill to that effect is to be 
supported by some one of our law-makers, who in his wisdom (?) thinks any 
ordinance securing life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness to Fin or 
Feather, an infringement of the rights of his constituency!) and com¬ 
mittees were appointed to look after the interests of sportsmen, and the 
lives and comfort of their noble auxiliaries, the canines. As was very fit¬ 
ting, Mr. B. addressed the meeting upon the subject of State Associations, 
and you need not be surprised to see Indiana one of the last, (let us hope 
not least in the enforcement of the lawB) in line, among the states where 
sportsmen believe there is strength in united effort. We have the full 
month of Januaiy in which to kill Bob Whites, while in adjacent 
states time expires Jan. 1. Consequently our borders are open to any par¬ 
ties from Ohio or Illinois to slaughter our birds while their own are pro¬ 
tected. 

While upon the subject of laws, let me not forget to mention that one 
wise man among those chosen to make our laws, intends to put through, 
if he can, a bill prohibiting the sale to any minor, of ammunition or fire¬ 
arms. This excites some interest, by reason of its novelty. 

A match hunt by the members of the Hunting and Fishing Assn., of 
Indianapolis, is expected to come oil' in a few days, if the weather mode¬ 
rates sufficiently to admit of it. I shall endeavor lo scud you the score. 

The prospects of The Field in this section arc good. It uaturally would 
have friendB here, for, from our proximity lo Chicago, it seems more like 
ourown paper, than another of its kind. We look forward with pleasant an¬ 
ticipation to the proposed enlargement, and general improvement in it, 
which are promised us soon.

ENCOURAGING SHOOTING PROSPECTS IN MISSOURI. 


Jefferson City, Jan. 14,1875. Editor Field: In fulfilment of a prom¬ 
ise made to your genial agent and correspondent, Mr. O., when here I send 
you the proceedings of the Sportsmen of Missouri, in Convention, taken 
from the minutes of the Secretary. The convention was undoubtedly the 
most important and influential in point of numbers and character that has 
ever been held in the state. Gentlemen from nearly all the most populous 
counties met and exchanged ideas and opinions upon the subject of the 
protection of game and fish. The alterations and amendments suggested 
and adopted by the convention, should they become the law of the state, 
as I have no doubt they will, only a few short years will elapse till our 
fields and woods will abound with the "royal game birds,” as Gov. WoodsoD 
felicitously expressed it in bis speech accepting the presidency of the 
association, and our waters with fish. Another (very desirable object the 
state organization will accomplish will be the formation and encourage¬ 
ment of local clubs, through which the enforcement of the laws must to a 
great extent depend. As Gen. Minor aptly expressed it in his very sensi¬ 
ble remarks, it is not so much the severity as the certainty of punishment 
that makes laws effective, and if lawless men find in every county, asso¬ 
ciations of good citizens, determined to see the laws enforced at all haz¬ 
ards, their depredations will soon cease. One or two examples in each 
county will, in my opinion, settle the difficulty, and it will be mainly 
through local organizations that this desirable cnli will be attained. 

Upon the adoption of the constitution, representatives of clubs from St. 
Louis, Jefferson City, Kansas City, St. Joseph, Hannibal, and some others, 
come forward and signed the constitution, and delegates from several 
other localities, signified their intention of perfecting organizations upon 
their return home. I believe that every (rue sportsman ail over the land 
will bid tbe good work God speed. B.

DOGS BY RAIL. 


Piqua, O., Jan. 18, 1875. 

Editor Field. Dear Sit; —In a recent number of the Field we were 
very much interested in Mr. Horsfall’s letter on the “retrieving setter," 
from which please allow tnc to quote: “it is very expensive in this country 
to travel on the railroads with dogs, but, as we said in a former article, if 
the sportsmen would move in the matter that|bug-bear of American 
sportsmen, railroad carriage for dogs, could very easily he done away 
with. If the presidents of one or two clubs would simply write a few lines 
to the managers of the different roads, wc think it would be settled as 
easily as it was down south. There sportsmen pay nothing for dogs when 
going on a shooting expedition.” Now, Mr. Editor, we think this very un¬ 
just, and beg leave to differ from Mr. H. We have bad several years ex¬ 
perience as a “smasher,’’ and know the trouble and responsibility of hav¬ 
ing a half dozen dogs to take care of, besides handling a car-load of bag¬ 
gage, and a bushel or two of "Company's Letters." When you put a dog 
in care of the baggageman you expect him to be taken care of, transferred, 
probably in the night, watered, fed nnd guarded against being stolen or 
getting loose. We think it very ungenerous in the “American sportsman" 
to expect so much of the baggagemau, unless he is paid a reasonable sum 
for his trouble. Dogs are often sent by rail with only a rope to tie them, 
which by an unruly dog may be easily broken, and we have had them put 
in the car, time and again, without chain, rope or even string to secure 
them, and the command from the sportsman would be, “here, hoy, get a 
rope and tie this dog; take good care of him, don’t tie him too close to the 


stove; bescareful of that sack, it’s got shells in it; and look out for that gun 
case;’’ just as if we had a ball of ropo at our command, and two or threr 
hours spare time on our hands to devote to his personal wants. Do not let 
me create the impression that I uphold tho train baggageman in their ex¬ 
orbitant charges; far from it. Neither am I in favor of the no charge sys 
tent, for the simple reason that I think it wrong to exact bo much from 
this particular class of men for nothing, when at the same time if yom 
gun case should be misplaced, or your dog get Injured In any maunti 
your first thought would be for damages and a dismissal of the baggage 
man on the grounds that he was careless, and not competent to take charge, 
of your dogs and gun gratuitously. I think the best way would be to try 
and induce railway officials to put a regular tariff on dogs of bo much per 
mile, and enforce the free carriage of guns and other equipments. The 
last Superintendent under whom I was employed adopted this method, 
and during the five years that I had charge of one of his baggage cars, I 
had no trouble whatever. The tariff was one cent per mile, guns and other 
equipments free. All must admit that this was very reasonable; where i- 
the sportsman that would object to paying 25 or 50 cents to know that ids 
favorite dog was in good hands, and would be safely delivered to his own 
er at the end of his journey. 1 n my hunting expeditions I have always 
found this the better way, for after delivering my dog to the baggageman, 
and knowing that my traps were carefully stowed away, I could take un¬ 
seat in the passenger ear with no anxiety concerning dogs and gun, and 
with nothing to marr the pleasures of the ride. It is worth something to 
have the satisfaction of knowing that the man] in charge of the front car is 
not grumbling about dead head dogs being in his way, but on tho contrary 
to feel assured that he is perfectly satisfied, and that good feeling pre 
vails; and all for the paltry sum of 25 ceDts. We would like to hear from 
othei sportsmen on this subject.

Another Sportsmen’s Club.— Our correspondent at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., writes that the "Kent County Sportsmens’ Club” was organized 
there on the evening of Jan. 14. Five articles of Association were adopt¬ 
ed, which provide in substance as follows: 

1. The ’’following persons” of Kent County, Michigan, organize as « 
corporation under the statutes.

SEMLOHOH THE GAME LAW. 

Chicago, Jan. 28, 1875. . 

Ed. Field — Dear Sir: —lu the bill for "Preservation of Game” con- 
Btructed by the late meeting of Illinois Sportsmens'Association and to be 
presented for passage at Springfield, it strikes me that Section (2) two is a 
most unreasonable and absurd one. Section one permits killing up to the 
81st day of December, but forbids the selling or having in possession on 
the following day, January 1st. I should have thought (with a lawyer like 
J. V. LeMoyn, Sect., in the chair) he would have seen that it would be 
almost an impossibility to enforce such n law. It is an absurdity—suppos- 
. ing favorable circumstances, (a heavy fall of snow) a largo quantity of 
grouse was trapped in the last days of January—shall the trapper have no 
market for the same, or must he find one in New York where they allow 
till March 1st, or in Massachusetts where they sell all the season through. 
It iB also an injustice to our dealers in game, as for instance, my house has 
sold for shipment over 500 dozen grouse this week, which by this law wc 
could not have handled, (this game was killed last month) on this 
supposed large catch of birds the deulers here would lose the profit of 
’ handling, as it would have to pass through to other Stutes to be sold. 

1 Considering that the laws of many other states allow much longer time 
in which to dispose of stock of hand, I think the laws of the State of Illi- 
. nols, might readily find something approximate to the same date. I remark - 
ed in a former letter that grouse are allowed to be killed at least one 
i month too early, but present sportsmen are to eager too get out with dog 
■ apd giro, to pay any attention to this, Semloh. 























































Natural History. 


The aquarium of the Zoological Station at Kapleg was, last autumn, at¬ 
tacked by a great number of rata, which not only did considerable mischief 
to the Wood work, but even caught and devoured a number of the animals 
kept in the tankB. In an attack on an octopus, however, one of these dep¬ 
redators got by far thfe worst of the battle, os next morning nothing remain¬ 
ed of the four-footed gourmand but the bones and a part of the skin. 
Though this achievement cannot be compared to the exploits related by M. 
Victor Hugo, it is interesting as showing that even in captivity a healthy 
cuttlefish ft well able to take care of itself. 

Docks and Music. — A writer in Land and Water gives some curious in¬ 
stances of the sensibility of ducks to colors and musical sounds. He once 
had in his garden a border of China aBters of the most brilliant colors. The 
ducks would congregate around these and lie there for hours. They never 
pecked at them as if they found snails or slugs among them. They appear¬ 
ed simply gazing at them, us if attracted by the gay colors. Another time 
he haa a large clump of very brilliant violet flowers, which, by their bright¬ 
ness, shone out from the rest of the border. ThiB clump was like a magnet 
to the ducks; some of them were always around it. One evening the writer 
had a party of friends. It was summer time, and the doors of the sitting 
room were open to the lawn. One of the company commenced playing up¬ 
on the piano. No sooner was there a pause in the music, than two ducks, 
which had by some means got into the room' rose from under a chair, and 
waddled all over the apartment, quacking loudly- On the music commenc¬ 
ing again, the ducks crouched down, perfectly silent while it continued. 
The experiment was tried several times, with the same result. That it was 
not surprise or fear which induced this behavior was afterward proved, for 
on subsequent occasions these same ducks would, upon bearing the piano, 
leave the field and come into the room to listen. 

A great public character has j ust died in Paris full of years and of such 
honors as children are wont to beBtow on their favorites in the menageries. 
The rhinoceros departed this life in his paddock in the Jurdin des Plantes, 
where for twenty years he lived in single blessedness, as denoted by his 
bearing only one horn. Aft* we had devoured all our camels, yaks" and 
elephants during the siege, writes a Parft correspondent, sentence of death 
was passed on this pachydermatous behemoth; but he was a very difficult 
animal to kill. His hide was as impenetrable as an ironclad frigate; so his 
life was spared, and he lived to delight nursery-maids and naturalists three 
more years. Three elephants were killed and eaten when the enemy were 
at our gates; and those of us who can remember when Cross, the proprie¬ 
tor of Exeter Change, London, was compelled to send down to the Tower or 
to Woolwich for artillery to blaze away at his elephant, which had been 
seized with delirium, must recollect how the huge beast spurned the show- 
era of bullets from the small arms. We were therefore prepared for the 
scene at the destruction of the elephants in their cages. Shot after Bhot 
recoiled from their skin, or penetrated without causing them any apparent 
inconvenience. The brain was the only vulnerable point, and till that was 
reached the brutes took fire unmoved. 

Mr. Tpssaud of London suggests an ingenious way of preparing the 
hair of the fur of animals for use without employing the skin. The process 
consists in first soaking the fur in lime water to'loosen the adhesion of the 
hairs. After washing und drying, the piece is stretched upon a board fur 
side up, and a solution of glue laid over it, care being taken not to disturb 
the natural position of the naira. After the glue has hardened the skin may 
be pulled on, leaving the ends of the hair; exposed. The latter are then 
washed with proper substances to remove fat, bulbB, etc. An artificial skin 
of gutta-percha, or other waterproof substance, is next laid on top of the 
glue, and allowed to dry so as to form a continuous membrane when the glue 
is washed out with warm water. These artificial skins are entirely free from 
any animal odor, and arc more durable, lighter nod more pliable than the 
natural ones .—Scientific American. 



Poultry. 


It ft expected that an Inter-State Exposition of poultry and pet-stock, 
will be held in the Chicago Exposition Building some time next month. 
Those having the matter in charge, have held several preliminary meetings, 
but as yet wo belelvo nothing definite has been decided upon. 

POULTRY EGGS ALL THE YEAR ROUND. 


A correspondent of the Indiana Farmer writes : 

Keep two varieties of chickens; a setting and a non-setting variety. I 
keep the Spanish and Brahma. The Spanish will lay when the Brahma sets, 
and the Brahma lay when the Spanish sets. Brahmas will lay in winter if 
properly fed and watered, and kept In a warm house. The house need not 
be plastered nor particularly warm. It is natural for the Brahma to lay in 
winter and in early spring, but when the hatching season begins they will 
have their own way about laying. At that Besson the Spanish are doing 
their best, and lay until late m the fall, when the Brahmas begin to lay. 
So there is no lack of eggs all the year round if the two kinds-are kept. 

Eggs are handy In a family at all times. Who doesn’t like %gn in some 
form all theyear round r To keep the fouls pure each kind should be kept 
separate. TW Brahmas will not go over a four foot paling fence. The 
Spanish are great hunters and should have farm range, as they do not like 
to be penned up. Never keep so many in one lot if you want eggs. They 


do best in small flocks. Do not keep less than from six to twelve hens with 
one cock. Feed Condition Powders to keep them healthy. Ifeed “Buell’s," 
of Indianapolis, nearly every day. About a spoonful of powders mixed in 
half a bucket of bran and meal. Mix while dry, and wet it to a stiff dough. 
By feeding powdera I am not afraid of chicken cholera nor any other disease. 

Chicken Cholera. —For a few years my chickens died so badly that I 
abandoned all care of them, thinking it labor lost. In 1872 I commenced 
feeding with air slacked lime; I lost a very few that summer. In the sum¬ 
mers of 1878 nnd 18741 lost none at all by that disease. I put half a pint 
in a vessel and filled it with water or milk (if I have it), ana put for them 
to drink. As they drink off the top I fill up again. Sometimes I mix a 
half pint with a peck of stlrred-up feed and give them. The lime also 
helps to form the shell for laying hens. I give the lime two or three times 
Der month, and always if I see any signs of the disease. I rafted about 
twenty dozen last summer, and healthier, brighter looking chickens I never 
own' d.—Mrs. D.—In Indiana Farmer. 



Billiards. 



THE GAME OF BILLIARDS. 


Billiards is the best of all indoor games. When properly played it com¬ 
bines within itself something of the scientific character of chess without 
its silence, and much of the enjoyment belonging to cards without the 
gambling element. There is sufficient excitement in a good game of bil¬ 
liards to enable the player to dispense altogether with wagers, and enough 
of interest to provide rational amusement for a whole room-full of lookers- 
on. It is a game which admits of the most scientific calculation, while at 
the same time it is by no means devoid of frequent strokes of chance and 
good luck. This combination of science and chance forms, indeed, one 
of the most attractive features of the game; for while a good player may 
fairly reckon upon winning by virtue of his knowledge and skill, a bad one 
need not despair. Billiards, too, may be placed in the category of athletic 
games, for an active player walks two miles round and, about the table 
every hour he plays. Says Geo. Fred’k Pardon, “the late Wm. Cobbet 
used to say that the use of no instrument brought so many muscles into 
plaj’ as the spade.” But for my part, I prefer the billiard cue ; for by its 
use a certain degree of motion is imparted to every part, of the body. Bil¬ 
liards gives exercise to the legs and arms, while it expands the chest, and 
at the same time employs and diverts the mind. Every person likes to ex¬ 
hibit whatever skill and aptitude he possesses. The orator is never so 
pleased as when he engages an attentive audience ; the actor is never so 
delighted as when he hears the applause of boxes, pit and gallery; the 
artist is never so entirely in love with his art and with himself as when 
he sees a discriminating crowd about his picture; the musician 
is never so fully impressed and encouraged with the divinity of 
harmouy as when he glances upward into the. entranced faces of 
his hearers; the huntsman uever so fully believes in exhilarating 
influence of. the chase, the cricketer never so entirely gives himself up to 
the requirements of his animating exercise, the oarsman never pulls so 
lustily, the acrobat never jumps so fearlessly, the pedestrian never runs so 
swiftly, and few of us do anything so satisfactorily, as when there arc 
lookers-on to appreciate and applaud. So also, the billiard-player never 
acquits himself so well as in a crowded room. If you want to see good 
play, you must witness it in the public room ; but if you would play well 
yourself, you must practice steadily and unremittingly at the private 
table. _ _

A Rifle Range in Chicago. 

It is with unfeigned pleasure that we learn of an intention ou the pait 
of some of our wealthiest nod most influential citizens to establish a Rifle 
Range in Chicago. Such an institution has become an actual necessity, 
since there is not a city in the country embracing within its limits n greater 
number of devoted sportsmen. Ours -is emphatically a live city, with 
respect to all diversions employing rifle, gun and rod, and the feeling is, 
that in these, as in more weighty matters, she must not be outdone. What 
is needed now, is the establishment of a Western Creedmoor—a range de¬ 
voted exclusively to the interests of sportsmen and the militia—a place 
where they can engage in friendly contests of skill, under favorable aus¬ 
pices—and we can see no reason why such an enterprise cannot be success¬ 
fully carried out. Already, as we have intimated, several prominent gen¬ 
tlemen have taken active steps in this matter, and there is every reason to 
hope that their designs may be carried to a satisfactory conclusion. 

We have heard but little opposition to this project, save from those who 
think that such a park, or range, must necessarily exist at an inconvenient 
distance from the city. Now, on first thought it would appear that nothing 
could possibly be easier than to secure a piece of land of requisite dimen¬ 
sions, .erect fences, targets, etc., and go to work; but, unfortunately there 
is an impediment many do not stop to consider. 

To secure a range of a mile in extent—which is absolutely necessary— 
that is not crossed, or interfered with, by streets, and in a desirable local¬ 
ity, is no easy matter, as must be obvious after a little consideration. In¬ 
deed, the gentlemen having this matter in hand have experienced the great¬ 
est trouble in finding any place within a radius of twenty miles from the 
city suitable for their purpose, and our design in writing this article is to 
offer some suggestions which may prove of assistance to them. 

We learn that there is a tract on Sixty-third St. and Western avenue 
possessing natural and unqualified advantages for a first-class rifle range. 
This land has a front of one thousand feet on Western avenue by one mile 


Probably most of our readers have heard something of the project set on 
foot by one Col. McCarty, for a so-called “Great Hunting and Scientific 
Expedition” to the West and Southwest of the United States; if not, the 
following "programme" will enlighten them; 

“We leave Glasgow, Scotland. May 1st, per steamship ‘Btateof Nevada,' 
specially chartered by me for this trip; arrive in New York about the 12th, 
where we will remain some seven or eight days, making short excursions 
about the city and bay: thence to Niagara Falls by the Erie or New York

This, you Bee, takes ub into the middle of June, when wild turkeyB and 
quail are full grown, fawns have lost their spots, and buffalo calves are 
brown. After hunting through Western Texas for fifty or sixty days in 

ucst of buffolo and other varieties of game, we will reach Pueblo, Colora- 

o, and thcncc proceed up the railroad to Colorado Springs, where we will 
rest for a few days, and those who jire bo inclined can visit the Twin Lakes 
and fish for the Bpecklcd trout so numerous in its tributaries, climb Pike’s 
Peak, or bivouac in the “Garden of the Gods;” thence proceed via Denver, 
Cheyenne, Ogden, and Salt Lake City to the Yosemite Valley and the Big 
Trees. After enjoying the magnificent scenery of the latter region ana 
fishing to oar hearts' content, we will take a steamer at San Francisco for 
Oregon, and tackle the noblest of all fish, the salmon, in its favorite haunts 
among the rapids of the noble Columbia. After this the weather will not 
permit of much more fishing, so we accordingly return to San Francisco, 
thenoe move east of the Rocky Mountains, ana spend a portion of our time 
in Kansas to enjoy Fall Bhootmg among the grouse, deer, antelope, bear and 
elk. We then proceed to St. Louis, remaining there a few days, thence to 
Chicago to enjoy Fall duck shooting for a bnef period, and then return to 
New York via Washington, where wo will stop a few days, reaching Eng¬ 
land In time for the holidays. 

I hope that with this explanation and programme your readers will be 
satisfied. I know every inch of the ground over which we propose to hunt 
and fish, and feel no hesitation in saying that we will bag all the game we 
wish, while the artiste and scientists who accompany the party will find 
constant work for brush and camera and geological hammer. 1 am yours, 
very respectfully, - Wm.

It seems that the proprietor of the Buhr Cir¬ 
cus, anxious to provide amusement for the public, published uu announce¬ 
ment that a challenge given by Jules Rigal, n wrestler attached to the cir 
cus, had been accepted by a gentleman who, wishing to preserve a strict 
incognitlo, would appear in public In a week. The amateur Athlete who, 
it was stated, was a person occupying a high social jKisition, was rumored 
to be uo other than Prince Btourdja, a Moldavian noble who has the repu¬ 
tation of possessing herculean strength. On the evening when “ the great 
unknown” made his first appearance in the circus, the stalls were filled 
with spectators long before the commencement of the performance. Rigal 
and his masked opponent, having made their bow to the audience, at once 
commenced the struggle, which was, however of short 'duration, for the 
distinguished unknown in,u few minutes, amid frantic apptSuRC, floored 
his professional antagonist. Bo great was the success of the spectacle 
that the manager announced to the admiring audience that the nobleman 
wrestler had condescended to appear agaiD before them on the following 
cvcuing, when the performance was repeated, and was continued for sev¬ 
eral successive nights, until one eveninganindiscreet ntemberof the troupe 
divulged the fact that the masked wrestler was not a distinguished noble¬ 
man, but only one of the clowns attached to the circus. This led to a dis¬ 
turbance; the " great unknown ” narrowly escaped being torn to pieces by 
his late admirers, the manager and his troupe had to fly for their lives, and 
the circus building would probably have been dismantled and destroyed 
but for the exertions of the police, who with great difficulty, succeeded in 
repressing what promised to be a serious riot. 

In one of the 8baspearean lectures at New York recently, John Weiss 
came to the defense of the opening (witch) scene of Macbeth, which has 
been criticised as gratuitous and of doubtful authenticity. The meter, he 
said, of the witches rhyme ought to have sung Shakespeare's feeling into 
the critic’s ear, for it is accented like the very footfall of fate leading to a 
tragic crime and Its atonement. Macbeth’s thoughts, as he returns from 
battle a victor, outrun bis body’s utmost speed, ana will change into witch¬ 
es by the way and inform him. Tho witches were not decoys of another 
world, but his own intent growth so ravenous that It framed a prelude to 
his deed, as one BtarvlDg imagines In his dream a banquet. Macbeth and 
his wife did their own tempting so thoroughly that witches were not wanted 
and refrained from Intruding. The prosaic supernatur&lism of the old 
chronicle Is thus transformed by Shakspeare into a psychological peculiar¬ 
ity. They are no precursors of 111, the terrors of the nursery, but become 
transformed Into this whenever Macbeth Is absent from the scene. Then 
they shrink from fate into bags—such as Banquo saw them, withered and 
wild in their attire, each a chappy finger laying upon skinny lipB ; then 
Shakspeare shows what stale witcheries they traffic in. But when Mac¬ 
beth enters, this ghastly show Is hushed by a domineering thought that 
meets in these crones—the “ All hall—hereafter." No critical theory can 
hold a work of the Imagination to a strict account. Ybu may clap John 
Locke into a witness box and riddle him with cross-questions, but there Is 
no authority for putting a poet on his oath. He is satisfied to let the drift 
of his thought be traced through the material in which he works.

WHAT CONSTITUTES A GOOD DRIVER.

First. A man who sees that good care is taken 
of his horse in the stable, by being fed well with 
wholesome food or crocked com and oats, with 
plsnty.of «ood , ,hpy > 

Potatoes or Carrots may be given once or twice 
a week to good advantage. 

See that ne la kept clean, warm and comfort¬ 
able, with plenty of bedding. 

A piece of rock-salt should always be left In 
the manger. 

Second. He should tea that Mi bameaa 1* kept 
soft and clean, particularly the Inside of the

collar, which ought alwayB to be smooth, as the 
perspiration, when dry, causes irritation, and is 
liable to produce galls on the shoulder. 

The collar should fit closely, with space enough 
at the bottom to admit a man's hand. If too 
large it has the bad effect of drawing the should¬ 
ers together. 

On no eonsiderstion should a team or suy 
working"horse lie compelled to wear a martingale, 
as it draws the head down and prevents him from 
getting into an easy and natural position. 

The check-rein may be used, but only tight 
enough to keep the head in a uaturnl position, 
and should never be wound around the batnes. 

See that the hames are buckled tight enough 
at the top to briug the draught-irons near the 
centre of the collar If too low it not only inter¬ 
feres with the action of the shoulder, but gives 
the coffer an uneven bearing. 

Caution should be taken the girt is not buckled 
too tight, particularly on string-teams, for when 
the traces are straightened it has the tendency to 
draw the girt against the belly and distress the 
horse. 

Third. See that the horse is kept well'shod 
with a good ntlff shoe, always calked at the toe 
and heel on the hind feet, ns it is there where 
allthe propelling comes from when heavily load- j 
ed. 

Keep the feet good and strong by not allowing 
them lobe cut away too much by tbc blacksmith. 

Fourth. The best of Judgment shouldbe used 
in loading, taking into consideration the condi¬ 
tion of the street nnd the distance to be traveled. 

Never overload, for by so doing you only dis¬ 
tress, strain and discourage your horse and do 
him more injurVthsn you can posaibly gain hy 
carrying the exira load. 

When your load is hard to puff, stop often, and 
give your horse a chanceto breathe. 

No good driver will ever resort to the cruel 
practice of whipping his horse. A light whip 
may be carried, but there la seldom use for it. 
Muchmore enn be accomplished by kind treat¬ 
ment and good judgment. 

Remember, the horse is a very, intelligent, 
proud, sensitive, noble animal, the most useful 
known to man, and is deserving of the greatest 
kindness. 

As many horses have suffered from bad ex¬ 
ample nnd inexperienceddrivers, the above ad¬ 
vice is offered. David A. Blanchard.
